The dying year has brought additional 
hardship due to the furlough and pay 
freeze cuts of inadequate pay. It has 
made more difficult efficient administra- 
tion and operation of the Services. It 
has menaced execution of the war plans 
devised to enable proper defense against 
attack. In the name of economy, there 
has been waste, for inadequate prepara- 
tion involves waste. I fear there will 
be more of it. 

* * * 

It is some comfort that there is a 
growing sentiment against the operation 
of the Economy Act. There is greater 
comfort over the expected decision of 
the House Naval Committee to attempt 
to restore to the Marine Corps the 1,700 
men dropped under the budget program. 
It is impossible to tell which will win— 
the Naval or the Appropriations Compg- 
tee. The vote promises to be close 
Here again there is rising resentment 
against the latter committee’s attempt 
to legislate by appropriations. Members 
of the military as well as the nayal com- 
mittee hold that they are responsible 
for policies. Now they are rusher 
stamps for Messrs. Byrns, Collins and 
Ayres, and they don’t like it. 

* « * 

The National Guard is proving a 
tower of strength to the military estab- 
lishment in these hours of trial. It is 
fighting not only for itself—for the full! 
training period and for other of its 
needs—but for the Regular service. Mr. 
Collins is much concerned about its at- 
titude and the political consequences of 
his procedure. It did him no good to 
have General Travis, former President 
of the National Guard, charge that an 
attempt to trade was made during the 
last session, the guard to profit at the 
expense of the Regular establishment. 
There has been no such offer made at 
this session. Congressmen have learned 
a lesson.

‘The Senate has refused to confirm the 
nominations of general officers. It has 
approved the nomination of naval cap- 
tains to the grade of Rear Admiral. In 
the case of the former, the selection was 
Presumably political. It was not. Those 
nominated were named upon the recom- 
mendation of General MacArthur, and it 
is interesting to know that his decision 
followed consultation with members of 
the General Staff Eligibility Board. The 
naval promotions were based upon selec- 
tion by the Selection Board. Doubtless 
General MacArthur would be glad to be 
Telieved of the duty now imposed upon 
im and have the navy system adopted.

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The Maintenance of National Defense

VERY thinking man and woman, as 


they analyze the causes of the great 
war, contemplate its frightfulness and 
realize the disas- 
trous effects upon 
our civilization, 
silently offer up a 
prayer that the 
world may forever 
be spared another 
such calamity. It 
is now universally 
conceded that the 
most important 
step toward the 
prevention of war 
would be a_ sub- 
stantial reduction 
in military forces 
throughout the 
world. 

The bitter ex- 
perience of Euro- 
pean peoples 
should prove suf- 
ficient warning 
against the dan- 
‘gers of a contest 
for supremacy in 
armament. Yet the 
principle of meas- 
uring national 
greatness by mili- 
tary power still 
prevails. America, in voluntarily yield- 
ing her dominant naval position follow- 
ing the World War set an example un- 
paralleled in the world’s history, but 
there is no evidence that her action has 





changed the attitude of any other power. 

Thus, because there can be no cer- 
tainty as to the future and because it 
remains always 
possible for events 
over which there 
is no control to 
menace our insti- 
tutions and our 
security, we must 
for our own safety 
provide ourselves 
with adequate 
means of national 
defense. 

Our success dur- 
ing the World 
War was due to 
no forethought for 
preparedness. Ex- 
ceptional circum- 
stances permitted 
us to prepare 
after war was de- 
clared. There can 
be little doubt 
that if we had 
been adequately 
prepared our 
rights would not 
have been violat- 
ed, our - security 
would not have 
been threatened, 
and we would not have become involved 
in the conflict, the misery of which 
humanity will long continue to suffer. 

The Fathers of our country recognized

Army-Navy Overlapping 

The joint committees of Army and 
Navy, officers which has been investigat- 
ing possible overlapping in the activities 
of the two services, made their reports 
this week. Data and recommendations 
made are now being correlated and con- 
densed for presentation to the Secretary 
of War and the Secretary of the Navy. 

For someweeks, officers of each serv- 
ice from similar bureaus and agencies 
have been conferring and studying the 
functions and duties of the correspond- 
ing office in the other service, and 
voluminous reports have been submitted 
by the joint groups. The legislative 
office of the Army General Staff and 
the Navy Budget Office are now re- 
viewing the many reports, with a view to 
condensing them into one report to be 
submitted to the respective departments. 

In general, it is said, the subcommit- 
tees report that there is little overlap- 
ping or duplication in the two services. 
Where there are similar bureaus or ac- 
tivities there are few cases in which con- 
solidation would effect any saving to the 
Government, it is indicated in the re- 
ports. 

What will be done with the reports 
when in final form, is not yet certain. 
They will be presented to the Secretaries 
about the end of next week, probably

Motorized Field Artillery 


After a year of preliminary tests with 
a standard, commercial, 114-ton truck, an 
experimental truck drawn Field Artil- 
lery battery of 75 mm guns was assem- 
bled this Spring at the Holabird Quar- 
termaster Depot and at Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Grounds, in Maryland, and placed in 
the hands of the Field Artillery Board, 
at Ft. Bragg, N. C., for intensive field 
test. 

The truck drawn battery since June 
1st, 1932, has been subjected to a daily 
grind of the most exacting tests that 
could be devised for it in the deep sand, 
the marshes, and the timberland of the 
Ft. Bragg reservation. Every type of 
problem which would, in time of war, 
fall to the lot of such a unit, has been 
assigned the battery under conditions 
most closely approaching those of actual 
warfare. It has been seldom that its vehi- 
cles have traveled an improved road—in 
fact, most of their three thousand miles 
have been acquired by cross country 
routes where no roads have ever existed, 
through shell holes and bogs, in storm 
and at night when, due to the need of 
shielding the movement from the eyes of 
the “enemy’s” airplanes, the battery 
moved in and out of its positions with- 
out lights of any kind.

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Economy Committee 
To Report Next Week 


Senator Hiram Bingham, chairman of 
the Senate Special Economy Committee, 
stated yesterday that the group had 
practically completed.its study and ex- 
pected to report about the middle of next 
week. He declined to divulge any of 
the recommendations to be made, but ad- 
mitted that the committee had given con- 
sideration to the suggestion of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy that an additional 3.9 
pay cut be levied on all officers tu allow 
the “pay freeze” to be eliminated. 

Considerable difference of opinion de- 
veloped during the past week to the 
Navy proposal, many being of the opinion 
that the pay increase stoppage should 
be fought out on its merits, with the 
view that Congress would recognize the 
discrimination and remedy it if suffici- 
ently brought to its intention. The sug- 
gestion had been advanced by the Navy 
Department with the idea that there was 
no other chance for Congress repealing 
that provision of the Economy Act. 

This fact was made plain by Secretary 
Adams this week. To clear up any mis- 
understanding that the Navy Depart- 
ment was approving an additional pay 
cut, the Secretary wrote to Senator Bing- 
ham, emphasizing the fact that the prop- 
osition put forth in his earlier letter 
was intended “only as a last resort” in 
case they decide that the pay increase 
ban must be continued. 

In his letter, the Secretary “again re- 
minded” the Economy Committee that 
“contrary to the experience of all other 
persons drawing compensation from the 
Government” the services have not had 
a° pay increase since 1922 and are now 
enduring a 131/3 per cent subsistence 
allowance cut and a 10 per cent rental 
allowance cut in addition to the regular 
81/3 pay reduction. 

It is expected that the report of the 
Bingham Committee will be considered 
by the Senate Appropriations Committee 
sometime next week, and at that time 
something may be known as to what will 
be recommended to the Senate. The pro- 
visions reenacting sections of the Eco- 
nomy are carried as a rider to the 
Treasury-Postoffice Appropriation Bill, 
and this is due to be reported within the 
next two weeks. 

The letter from Secretary Adams fol- 
lows: 

“My dear Senator Bingham: 

“Referring to my letter of December 
15, 1932, in order that there may be no 
misunderstanding in the matter I wish 
to emphasize to the Committee that I 
am in entire accord with the Secretary 
of War as to the original proposition of 
the repeal of Section 201 of the so-called 
“Economy Act” of 1932. 

“The proposition put forth in the above 
mentioned letter is intended only as a 
last resort to even the burden placed 
upon all officers in case the Committee 
finds it impossible to remove the present 
temporary discriminations by simple re- 
peal of the section. As explained in my 
last letter, the saving to the Treasury 
by the operation of Section 201 is small, 
while the burden on certain individual 
officers is disproportionately great. 

“May I again remind the Committee 
that contrary to the experience of all

“This proposal seems bad to us for at least two reasons,” states the New York 


News. 


“First, the mobile regiments can clean up quickly any minor troubles that may 


develop—in the Caribbean, for instance. Second, the Marines are such skilled fight- 
ing men that in case of major trouble they can be used as a nucleus for the swift 
building up of a much larger fighting force.” 





“Congress wisely refused at the last session to reduce the strength of the reg- 
ular Army or the Navy and the reasons for this refusal apply with equal force to 
any further reduction in the strength of the Marine Corps,” the Washington Herald 


comments. 


“To cut the Marine Corps by eliminating 1,700 men would increase unemploy- 


ment when Congress ought to be creating new employment. 


It would weaken the 


national defense when Congress ought to be strengthening the national defense on 


land and sea and in the air. 


“As soon as the fiscal condition of the Government will warrant, Naval policy 
requires that Congress increase the enlisted strength of the Marine Corps to 16,000 


men. 


Such a force is essential if the corps, in a national emergency, is to be pre- 


pared to expand, train and equip a force large enough to enable the Marines to

“(a) To exercise and train the units 
of the fleet to the highest state of ef- 
ficiency and to provide a nucieus for ex- 
pansion in case of national emergency ; 

“(b) To protect American interests in 
disturbed areas ; 

“(e) To assist countries to which 
United States aid has been extended; 

“(d) to cultivate friendly relations 
with foreign peoples.” 





Philippine Bill Passes 


Of intense interest to the Army and 
Navy is the Philippine independence bill, 
which this week was passed by Congress 
after years of effort on behalf of island 
leaders and certain agriculture interests 
in this country. 

The measure must be signed by the 
President and approved by the Philip- 
pine legislature before becoming effec- 
tive, and there is considerable doubt as 
to it passing both obstacles. It has 
been reported that President Hoover 
may veto the bill, and factions of the 





island legislature are already lining up 
on both sides of the question. Certain 
of the Filipino leaders are demanding 
immediate independence and also declare 
they are opposed to the provisions which 
allows the United States to retain mili- 
tary reservations and naval stations 
after complete political severance. 

Whether the Navy would want to rm 
tain the poorly equipped base at Cavite 
and the Army would keep up garrisons 
abroad after the territory has passed 
from the control of the United States is 
a problem that will have to be decided. 
If the Cavite base were well equipped 
and fortified it would be very valuable, 
but, bound by the Pacific pact of 1922 
no improvements have been made at the 
station for years. 

The Army would also lose the Philip 
pine Scouts which would curtail the siz 
of our military strength, unless addition- 
al men were added to the regular Army.

Navy Consolidations 


Defeat of the executive order trans- 
fering the Hydrographic Office and Na- 
yal Observatory from naval jurisdiction 
appeared certain this week, as Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress agreed to give 


sweeping reorganization powers to Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt. 

Speaker Garner, in commenting upon 
the plan to have the incoming President 


make a complete reorganization of the 
Government, stated that it “did not 
necessarily” mean defeat of the trans- 


fers proposed by President Hoover, but 
the general belief prevailed in Congress 
that the House would approve the Coch- 


ran resolution nullifying the Hoover 
consolidations. That resolution, its au- 
thor declared, would be brought before 
the Committee on Expenditures in the 


Executive Departments, aS soon as a 
quorum can be obtained next week. The 
Committee, it is evident from statements 
of individual members, will speedily re- 
port the resolution. 

Meanwhile the subcommittee of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, inves- 
tigating the proposed transfer of the 
naval agencies to the Department of 
Commerce, has not been idle. It had be- 
fore it on Thursday, Mr. William Mc- 
Reynolds of the Bureau of the Budget, 
reputed author of the consolidation or- 


ders, and Capt. R. 8S. Patton, Director 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, with 
which office the Hydrographic Office 
would be merged under the proposed 
shift. 


Captain Patton, while expressing the 
conviction that the Department ef Com- 
merce could handle the hydrographic 
work to the satisfaction of all concerned, 


declared that he was neither a 

nent or an opponent of the rie 4 
reply to questions, he admitted that, 
force of his office would have to be en- 
larged if it took over the work now jer- 
formed by the Navy. 

Mr. McReynolds told the commytee 
that the Bureau of the Budget had made 
no attempt to estimate what savings 
would result from the consolidations. 
He declared that he believed that no 
saving would result from the transfer 
of the Naval Observatory, but that some 
saving would result from the Coast Sir- 
vey Hydrographic Office consolidation. 
He stated that the basis on which these 
shifts were recommended was on ‘the 
belief that military services should not 
perform non-military duties, averring 
that costs were higher than if the work 
was performed by a civilian branch of 
the Government. 

The sub-committee, which is headed 
by Representative Kniffin, is expected to 
recommend strongly against the pro- 
hosed changes. Earlier testimony be- 
fore the group follows: 

Declaring that transfer of the Hydro- 
graphic Office and Naval Observatory to 
the Department of Commerce would re- 
sult in inereased expense rather than 
fronomy, and would be harmful to naval 
‘ficiency, Adm. William V. Pratt, USN, 
testifying before a subcommittee of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, Dec. 
17, suggested in lieu of the transfer that 
functions of the Coast and Geodetic Sur-

ent. 


“We hold,” declared the Chief of Na- 
val Operations, “that no economy will 
Tesult from consolidation under Com- 
merce and that service to the Navy will 
suffer, but efficiency will be enhanced 
and economy realized merging the two 
mder the Navy.

The subcommittee also heard Rear 
Adm. Frank B. Upham, USN, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, Rear Adm. 
Walter R. Gherardi, USN, the Navy Hy- 
drographer, and Capt. Julius F. Hell- 
wegg, USN, Superintendent of the Naval 
Observatory, voice opposition to the 
transfer of the two naval activities 
which is provided in an executive order 
issued Dec. 9. Unless one House of Con- 
gress passes a resolution nullifying the 
transfer within sixty days from the is- 
suance of that order, it will become ef- 
fective. 

Representative Frank C. Kniffin, De- 
mocrat of Ohio, chairman of the sub- 
committee designated to investigate the 
contemplated shift, stated after the meet. 
ing that no further hearings were con- 
templated, but that the group would meet 
again after the testimony was printed, 
to determine upon their report. He said 
that he intended puting in the report 
on Jan. 2. 


Both Admirals Pratt and Upham de- 
clared that one of the worse features of 
the proposed setup under the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, as far as the Navy 
was concerned, was that a civilian head 
of the two offices would not have the 
appreciation of naval needs that a naval 
officer has, and that as a result the time 
service to the Fleet, the Nautical Alma- 
nac, chart making, and other essential 
aids to National Defense would suffer. 

“No civilian can appreciate the needs 
of the Navy like an officer who has spent 
his life in the Navy,” Admiral Pratt 
said. “They would see something else 
they felt was more important and direct 
the facilities of the office to that end. 
Perhaps the discovery of new planets 
would be more important to them than 
accurate time signals. We started the 
Naval Observatory and the Hydrographic 
Office because we had to have them. If 
they are handled by someone else and 
wouldn’t fill our needs we would have 
to set up our agencies and in ten years 
there would be duplication.” 

“T might say,” Admiral Upham added, 
“That Admiral Gherardi and Captain 
Hellwegg have both had 30 or more 
years of experience and are specially 
adapted for this sort of work. They 
have delivered 100 per cent. We would 
hate to lose the Naval Observatory and 
Hydrographic Office to men without this 
sort of experience.” 

The prepared statement of Admiral 
Pratt follows in full text: 

“The objective of consolidation is econ- 
omy without loss of efficiency. 

“We hold that no economy will result 
from consolidation under Commerce and 
that service to the Navy will suffer; but 
efficiency will be enhanced and economy 
Tealized merging the two under the 
Navy. 

“The activities of the two offices and 
field services are largely similar, though 
covering different fields, so that consol- 
ilation of other than geodetic work is 
entirely practical. 

“The major products of the Hydro- 
graphic Office measure in the ratio of 4 
to 1 of those of the Coast Survey; and 
a considerable part (and that part con- 
fidential) of the output of the Hydro- 
graphie Office must be continued in the 
Navy Department in any case. 

“In all foreign countries, the Hydro- 
graphic is an integral part of the Navy, 
employing naval personnel in profes- 
sional work for the Navy, many of its 
functions being of a nature confidential 
“to National Defense. 

“Non-confidential charts, sailing direc- 
tions. ete., are by law made available to 
the Merchant Marine and maritime in- 
terests at cost for printing and for pa- 
per. Those interests are well satisfied 
with the law and with the products of 
the Hydrographic Office. 

“Civilian employes of the two offices 
can be readily combined under the con- 
solidated office, and attrition will accom- 
plish reductions where found possible. 

“Since the time, some years ago, when 
the Navy lacked the personnel to the

field work of the Coast Survey, a corps 
of specialists (some 160) have been com- 
missioned in the latter service.

NOT ONLY TO THE SERVICES but to the entire country will the article 
on National Defense, contributed to our columns by General Pershing, appeal. 
Coming from such a distinguished source, based upon statesmanship as well as 
military leadership of the highest order, it is certain to make a profound impres- 
sion upon our people. General Pershing has no illusions about disarmament. He 
is convinced that the world needs at least a curtailment of this heavy burden. 
He points out what is the fact that the United States not only has unselfishly 
taken the lead to help humanity in this respect but it has by example blazed the 
way. But he realizes further that America in its National Defense has reached a 
point beyond which it cannot go unless and until the better armed nations reduce 
their strength. Not only our own requirements for the preservation of peace and 
order in our home land and territories but our situation with relation to them, 
demands there shall be no abandonment of the principles underlying the National 
Defense Act. That Act was the product of General Pershing’s own experience. 
It was drafted after full consideration of the interests of the country, its special 
location, its relations with other nations, and the military developments of the 
war. The operation of the Act during the decade of its existence has shown its 
value. In urging that it be maintained, General Pershing has in mind the obliga- 
tion of the people under the Constitution, and while he is insistent that in this 
time of depression particularly there shall be minimum cost, he has that more 
important aim in view—the security of the nation. It is a patriot as well as a 
great leader who speaks, and we are certain his words will be héeded. 





IN HIS ANNUAL REPORT, GENERAL MacArthur truly said that among 
important elements of our citizenry a strong sentiment has crystallized in opposi- 
tion to further weakening of American military strength unless accompanied by 
sweeping and drastic cuts in the armies of other nations. Supplementing this 
statement, it may be said that the opposition thus developed applies also to 
failure to upbuild the Navy. In the face of this sentiment, which we understand 
is recognized by the President-elect, it is difficult to believe the reports that the 
House Appropriations Committee plans cuts below those of the budget. Represen- 
tative Byrns, in a statement issued this week, announced there would be reductions 
in the expenses of the Federal Government totaling seven or eight hundred mil- 
lions, and he included Army and Navy activities among those to suffer. We may 
tell Mr. Byrns that even in his own state, as our advices show, there is a growing 
feeling that the Services have reached a point in strength, or we prefer to say in 
weakness, below which the Government must not go. Mr. Byrns would like to be 
Speaker of the House, and probably he is not unaware of the fact that pursuance 
by him of pacifistic views will not gain for him the support of many democratic 
members whose districts are strongly for proper National Defense. Representations 
made to Mr. Collins by representatives of the National Guard and the Reserves 
may or may not have convinced him that further cuts will be resented. In any case 
it may be predicted that if the Army Appropriations bill fail to provide sufficient 
sums to enable the maintenance of the present inadequate forces, a determined 
effort will be made to amend it upon the floor. Mr. Collins was beaten during 
the last session when he attempted to reduce the commissioned personnel; another 
defeat would seriously undermine his influence. We cannot believe he will be found 
so lacking in political sagacity as to face such a prospect. 





IT IS BVIDENT THE DEMOCRATIC leaders in Congress have determined to 
apply their decision not to superimpose a cut in pay upon the slashes imposed by 
the Economy Act. The Appropriation bills so far reported to the House of Repre- 
sentatives present no such provision, and it is understood similar omission applies 
to the Service measures. In the Senate, probably a like course will be pursued, 
in spite of the investigation which is being made of the operations of the Economy 
law by the Bingham committee. With the direct pay cut eliminated from con- 
sideration, the question concerning many members of Congress is the repeal or 
modification of the many discriminatory provisions of the Economy Act. Not 
only are the Services suffering in this respect, particularly in the matter of the 
“pay freeze,” but every other branch of the Government is reporting like and 
other hardships. For example, under a ruling of the Comptroller General a deduc- 
tion of 8% per cent was made in the pay of men employed to remove the snow 
from the streets of Washington, and from that of temporary employes on postoffice 
construction throughout the country. Congress promptly moved to correct this 
niggardly practice. Congressional pressure was responsible also for a change in 
an order issued by the Secretary of Labor furloughing immigration inspectors for 
six months. These matters are referred to in order to show the growing opposition 
in Congress to an Act which bears heavily upon certain individuals while others 
more fortunate escape. The pay freeze provision has its sharp critics in both 
the Senate and House, and it is expected an effort will be made in the former 
body to have it withdrawn from service application. 





THD DECISION OF THE HOUSE MILITARY Committee to hold no business 
meetings during the session puts an end to the movement for promotion relief 
for the Army. The Senate committee, which anticipated such action, likewise 
will not give consideration to the subject. There is a probability of an extra 
session under the new administration. If so, it is believed Representative McSwain, 
who will continue in the chairmanship, will carry out his plan to devise a measure 
that will receive the unanimous approval of the committee and consequently of 
the House. It is expected also that Mr. McSwain will consult the Senate Com- 
mittee, in which case the legislation will be expedited.

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Defeat Predicted—wWith the announcement of Democratic congressional 
leaders that incoming President Roosevelt would be given power to make a sweep- 
ing reorganization of the Government, defeat this session of the proposed transfer 
of the non-military duties of the Corps of Engineers to the Department of Interior 
and shift of the Naval Observatory and Hydrographic Office to the Department of 
Commerce appears certain. 

Representative John J. Cochran, chairman of the House Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments, which has been considering the transfers 
proposed by President Hoover, this week introduced a resolution nullifying all 
of the executive orders. The orders will become effective Feb. 8, unless one house 
of Congress takes action first. Chairman Cochran was unable to get a quorum of 
his committee together during the holidays, but declared that they would meet 
as soon as possible next week. From expressions of individual members of the 
group, it is expected that the resolution will be reported speedily. 

Speaker Garner, when questioned about the plan to give President-elect Roose- 
velt wide reorganization powers, stated that the plan did not necessarily mean 
defeat of the Hoover proposals, but many members of Congress predicted that the 
Cochran resolution would be approved by the House. 

If the consolidations are defeated this session, it is by no means certain that 
this is the end of the matter. What the President-elect may do, is a matter of 
conjecture. Naval officers however are confident, that with his knowledge of the 
Navy, he will see the fallacy of transferring the Hydrographic Office and Naval 
Observatory from naval control. What he would do with the rivers and harbors 
and other non-military work is unknown, but some contend that this proposal will 
not be viewed enthusiastically by Mr. Roosevelt. Then, too, whenever there is 
talk of reorganization, the national defense department proposal crops up. The 
report is that the incoming President is opposed to the plan, despite the fact that 
earlier he was quoted as favoring it. 

The text of the Cochran resolution follows: 

“Resolved by the House of Representatives, That pursuant to the provision of 
Section 407 of the act entitled ‘An act making appropriations for the legislative 
branch of the Government for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1933, and for other 
purposes,’ approved June 30, 1932, all executive orders issued by the President 
pursuant to Title IV of the aforesaid act are hereby disapproved.”

Advance Infantry Graduation—The date of graduation at the Infantry School, 
Ft. Benning, Ga., has been advanced to May 27, 1933. 

In the letter granting authority for the advance in date, the Adjutant General 
wrote to the Chief of Infantry as follows: 

“The Commandant, The Infantry School, is responsible for carrying out 
the provisions of the Economy Act applicable to the furlough of federal officers 
and employees in so far as these apply to members of his command. 

“In connection with the movement of student officers and instructors from 
The Infantry School near the end of the present fiscal year, it is desired that, 
so far as your mileage funds will permit, these officers be moved on 1933 money. 
In order to accomplish this, it is believed that your request for orders for such 
moves should be so worded as to leave the time of departure to the Com- 
mandant, The Infantry School. For such changes of station as you can finance 
with 19383 funds, the order should prescribe that the officer report at his new 
station not later than June 30, 1933. For moves which you cannot finance from 
1983 funds, the order should prescribe that the officer will report at his new 
station after July 5, 1933. This latter date will clearly permit of any rail 
movement from Ft. Benning, Ga., to any station within the United States after 
June 30, and, under paragraph 4, AR 35-4850, would make reimbursement for 
such travel payable from 1934 funds. 

“The Commandant, The Infantry School, is authorized to relieve officers from 
duty at Ft. Benning at such time as to permit them, should they so desire, to 
travel to their new stations by automobile on legislative furlough time.” 
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Army Retirements—The retirement of Brig. Gen. Edward L. Munson, Assistant 
to the Surgeon General, was announced in Special Orders this week.

Rep. James Discusses Promotion—Any attempt to enact an Army promotion bill 
while economic conditions throughout the country continue as at present would 
react as a boomerang against the service, in the opinion of Representative W. Frank 
James, Republican of Mich., ranking minority member of the House Military 
Affairs Committee. Discussing legislative prospects for the Army during the re- 
mainder of the present Congress and in the next one, the former military com- 
mittee chairman declared that a move to push through any sort of personnel 
legislation would probably be so amended on the floor of the House as to make 
the personnel situation worse instead of better. 

“If we were to bring a promotion bill before the House,” Mr. James stated, 
“the members who would like to curtail the Army would amend it out of all 
recognition. They might take away the rental and subsistence allowances and 
probably slow up promotion rather than stimulate it. And with conditions as they 
are, the House would probably approve them. As long as this committee leaves 
the personnel situation alone, however, nothing like this can be done, for most such 
curtailment proposals would be subject to a point of order if inserted in an annual 
appropriation bill. Once, however, the House had a promotion bill before it, the 
situation would be different. Even if the Senate knocked out the restrictions and 
reductions, they would then have a preferred position if later tacked on an appro- 
priation bill” 

Mr. James said that it is for this reason that he has failed to press for action 
on his bill for a separate Air Corps promotion list, the so-called “Furlow bill,” and 
added that although he was still strongly in favor of a revision of promotion list, 
and would oppose any legislation which did not include this, he believed that even 
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a measure providing simply revision and nothing more would be apt to have the 
fate he pictured for a promotion bill. 

Representative James revealed that he had defeated a promotion plan in 1929 
the authorship of which he attributed to General Summerall, by refusing to lead 
the fight for it on the floor of the House after his committee had voted 20 to 1 
in favor of reporting it. He declared this plan would have created a “Mexican 
Army” by giving us in 1945 all but 2,000 officers in the field grades and above, ang 
said that when he made this plain to the other members of the committee, no one 
would undertake the task of defending it on the floor. He said that he was opposeq 
to the MacArthur bill for the same reason, declaring that “it was the same king 
of bill as the Summerall plan.” 

Referring to the “starring” feature of the MacArthur bill, Mr. James saw 
little to favor with the proposal. “The only way to remedy what we call ‘the 
crime of 1920’ is to restore the ‘submerged captains and first lieutenants’ to their 
rightful place on the promotion list,’ be stated. “You cannot right that situation 
by the means suggested.” 

Questioned as to his views as to a promotion bill, Mr. James revealed that 
he had definite ideas on the subject. 

“I would promote all second lieutenants to be first lieutenants after three 
years service,” he said. “Air Corps officers who fly would be promoted to captain 
after seven years service, while all other officers who do not fly should be promoted 
to captain after ten years service. Promotion to major would be after ten years 
service for Air Corps officers and fifteen for others, but for this grade and those 
above I would have a limiting percentage, so that there would not be too many 
in the upper grades. Then the officers who are eligible for promotion by reason 
of length of service could compete for the vacancies occurring in the upper grade, 
However, officers who pass the promotion examination but fail to win promotion 
would remain in the service and could try the next year and the year after. | 
would not toss them out if they failed of promotion, like the Navy does.” 

In speaking of the method of competition, Mr. James spoke of conducting 
professional examinations, but explained that his plan did not necessarily involve 
written examinations. He said that this feature could be left to the War Depart- 
ment and that any method of selection, in which no favoritism was shown, would 


suit him.

Washington and the Marines.—“No more convincing proof that Land Soldiers are 
unfitted to serve as Marines, without special selection, Naval indoctrination and 
training, is afforded than that given by George Washington in his letters to Con- 
gress,” when ordered by Continental Congress to supply the two Battalions of 
Marines authorized by the Resolution of Nov. 10, 1775, writes Maj. Edwin N. 
McClellan in his History of the Marine Corps, Chapter III, Volume I, which is 
being distributed this week. 

“It was with dismay that Washington received orders to supply the personnel 
for this Corps of Marines. He informed Congress on Nov. 19, 1775, that to supply 
them would ‘break through the whole system,’ in his Army which had ‘cost us so 
much time, anxiety and pains, to bring into any tolerable form.’ This was because 
the Marines ‘must be acquainted with maritime affairs,’ wrote Washington, and 
because he would have to pick the Marines ‘out of the whole Army, one from this 
Corps, one from another.’ 

“It was quite apparent that Washington had learned much about Sea Soldiers 
from his experiences with Marining his vessels around Boston. He could not send 
an ‘intact’ regiment of his Army to the Marines—he must carefully select men and 
even after that, intelligent training would be necessary before a regiment of Marines 
would be available. What a remarkable fact—Washington’s entire Army would 
have to be disrupted to obtain two Battalions of Marines!” 

‘Washington’s views prevailed, for Congress directed that the Marines be 
raised from a source other than his Army.” 

The earlier contact Washington had with Marines, referred to above. was 
when he manned a fleet of vessels in New England waters in the autumn of 1775, 
with soldiers of his Army. 

“The experience of Washington in Marining the vessels of this fleet was 
similar to that of the Fathers of f*': British Navy,” wrote Major McClellan. He 
found them inadequate. “Soldiers ‘were not Marines unless trained and accustomed 
to the ways of the sea, and Washiagton’s soldiers ordered aboard ship as Marines 
were no exceptions to this import.nt rule. They had enlisted for land duty, not 
for duty afloat as Marines. They did not fit into the ‘naval idea.’ Good soldiers 
as they were it took more than tat to make them Marines.” 
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Army General Officers.—The Senate at last has confirmed the so-called “routine” 
appointments of the Army and Navy but the nominations of Army officers to be 
general officers and to be chiefs of arms are still being held up by the Democratic 
caucus committee. Those being held up include: Col. Alfred T. Smith, assistant 
chief of staff, to be a brigadier general of the line; Col. Albert E. Truby, MC, to 
be brigadier general, Assistant to the Surgeon General; Col. Creed F. Cox, USA, 
to be chief, Bureau of Insuldr Affairs, with the rank of brigadier general; Col. 
Francis LeJ. Parker, to be a brigadier general of the line; Brig. Gen. James F. 
McKinley to be major general, The Adjutant General; and Col. Edgar T. Conley 
to be brigadier general, Assistant The Adjutant General. 

It is unlikely that any of these general officer nominations will be confirmed 
by this Congress, but that politics will worm its way into Army affairs. It is 
probable that the names will be resubmitted to the new President after March 4 
with a request that recess appointments be granted them. 

When the routine service nominations were confirmed by the Senate Dec. 23. 
the name of Naval Constructor Emory 8S. Land to be Chief Constructor and Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair was held up in accordance with the 
Democratic policy.

Problem of the Guard.—One of the first administrative projects to be undertaken 
at The Infantry School after the expiration of the holiday period, will be a study 
of the guard requirements and other matters in connections with security of per 
sonnel and safety of property, which will be inaugurated by a board of officers 
which was appointed yesterday by Maj. Gen. Campbell King, commandant. 

The entire subject will be thoroughly studied and the repért and recommenda- 
tions of the board will cover all points affecting the efficiency of the guard and 
its responsibility for the enforcement of regulations for the safe-guarding of 
personnel and property, economy of organization, and the ceremony of guard 
mounting. 

Lt. Col. Frank F. Jewett, commander of the Special, is president of the board, 
and will be assisted by Capt. Wendell L. Bevan, 83rd Field Artillery, Capt. Donald 
P. Spaulding, 66th Infantry (Light Tanks), Capt. Guy C. McKinley, 29th Infantry, 
and Capt. Kearie L. Berry, 24th Infantry. ’

Marine Corps Reduction.—Officials of the Marine Corps are hopeful that the sub 
committee on the Naval Affairs Committee considering the 1,743 reduction in the 
enlisted strength of the Corps provided in the 1934 budget, will recommend 
strongly against the cut. Representative Drewry, Dem. of Va., chairman of the 
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subcommittee, has been out of town during the holidays, but will put in the report 


of his committee on Jan. 3. 


The Naval Affairs Committee is expected to follow 


the advice of the sub group, and if against the reduction, Chairman Vinson will 
probably be instructed to oppose its adoption by the House appropriation committee 


and if necessary by the House. 


In addition, officials of the Navy Department as 


well as Marine Corps officers, are planning to strongly urge that the cut be restored 
when they go before the appropriations committee for hearings on the naval budget 


‘mates beginning in two weeks time.

Shortage of Aircraft Carriers 


Extracts from the annual report of 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
Navy Department, for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1932, follow: 

Fleet exercises have continued to dem- 
onstrate our serious shortage of aircraft- 
carrying vessels. Only 3 out of a total 
of 14 permitted vessels are built or 
puilding. I strongly recommend the 
early construction of aircraft-carrying 
yessels to the full treaty limit as a most 
essential step to our national defense. 

Constant effort is being devoted to im- 
proving the speed, range and perform- 
ance of naval aircraft. The experimen- 
tal research abroad incident to the 
Schneider cup races has had a marked 
influence upon the performance of for- 
eign military aircraft. It is necessary 
for the proper development of aircraft 
in this country that funds be provided 
for power plant and aerodynamic re- 
search in order that military aeronautics 
may maintain its proficiency. 

Need for Patrol Seaplane 

There is urgent need in the Navy for 
a patrol seaplane capable of cruising 
long distances and comfortably housing 
its personnel. Unavailability of funds 
has prevented the development of a fleet 
boat of this type. 

With the aircraft at Coco Solo and 
Pearl Harbor a part of the fleet com- 
mand, and the effort being devoted to 
increasing the mobility of other patrol 
plane units, steps are being taken to 
augment the tender facilities available 
to these units by the addition of several 
minesweepers for tender duty. I rec- 
ommend that one large seaplane tender, 
capable of adequately housing aircraft 
personnel, be assigned permanently to 
each of the fleet air bases at Coco Solo 
and Pearl Harbor. 

Fleet aircraft participated in all ma- 
neuvers and concentrations during the 
year, operating under all conditions en- 
countered, including some unusually bad 
weather conditions. The outstanding 
features were the development and use 
of faster scouting planes, faster fighting 
planes, the use of long distance patrol 
planes based on tenders and on fleet air 
bases, and the increased use of catapult- 
ene planes from cruisers and bat- 
tleships. 

As with any new craft, the Akron de- 
veloped minor deficiencies during her 
Shaking down period which have re- 
quired correction, but she is an essen- 
tially sound, modern airship capable of 
delivering valuable naval service. 


High Speed Airplanes 

The regular appropriation of $2,000,- 
0 for this purpose was spent approxi- 
mately as in former years. The addi- 
tional $220,000 for special high speed in- 
vestigation was spent principally for 
power-plant development. Progress in 
pure hich-speed development will neces- 
Sarily be very slow at this rate of ex- 
Penditure. One million dollars per year 
for three years is necessary to put this 
country abreast of foreign developments, 
Since the regular appropriation is all 
heeded for the development of airplanes 
and material for immediate service 
heeds. In fact, it is necessary with 
Present appropriations to neglect many 
developments of probable future value 








and importance. I, therefore, again urge 
that the department give full support to 
the bureau in its efforts to extend the 
regular and high-speed experimental pro- 
grams. 

I again desire to invite attention to 
the serious condition in this country of 
the aeronautical industry. Due to the 
present economic situation the aeronau- 
tical industry is largely dependent upon 
the business obtained from the Army 
and Navy. To provide for the future 
welfare of both the Government and the 
industry, it is essential that well-estab- 
lished firms be enabled to remain in 
busiress. This can be done only by a 
reasonable volume of experimental and 
production orders resulting in fair 
profits. 


Planes for Ranger 

Due to the failure of enactment of 
the bill submitted to the last Congress 
providing 114 airplanes for the USS 
Ranger, the Navy is faced with the very 
serious and difficult task of providing 
these airplanes within the 1,000 planes 
now authorized. This can only be ac- 
complished by eliminating or reducing 
other very necessary units of the aero- 
nautical organization. I consider it es- 
sential that airplanes, in addition to 
those authorized by the 5-year program, 
be authorized for all new ship construc- 
tion carrying aircraft. 

One experimental pick-up device for 
the recovery of seaplanes at the stern 
of a ship while under way, is being 
manufactured and will be tested in the 
near future. 

At many important aviation stations 
such as Pensacola, Lakehurst, Norfolk, 
Anacostia, Quantico, and Pearl Harbor, 
large numbers of temporary war-time 
buildings and structures are of necessity 
still in use, authorizations and appropri- 
ations being lacking for replacement 
with new, modern, and permanent con- 
struction. This condition is, as previ- 
ously reported, a constant source of dis- 
satisfaction, and it contributes greatly 
to the expense and difficulty of main- 
tenance and operations. 

Outlying auxiliary landing fields are 
still being leased in the vicinity of San 
Diego, Pensacola, and Norfolk, and as 
previously reported, these fields should 
be purchased as their need is permanent. 
At the fleet air base, Coco Solo, seaplane 
operations are still handicapped by 
rough water offshore, and it is increas- 
ingly apparent that improvement can 
only be secured by the provision of a 
breakwater at relatively large expense 
in accordance with prior recommenda- 
tions. 

Our experiments in an attempt to de 
crease the weight of winter flying suits 
have been particularly fruitful. Several 
experimental suits were made and tested 
under severe operating conditions during 
the past winter. As a result of these 
tests, certain minor changes were made 
in types found most suitable. It has 
been possible to decrease the weight of 
these suits 50 per cent, as a result of 
these studies. Suits have also been made 
considerably less bulky. A large number 
of these improved flying suits are being 
manufactured for service use. 

Extensive researches are under way to 
provide the service with a satisfactory 
quick-attachable parachute. There ap- 
pears to be a real need for parachutes 





of this type and every effort is being 
expended in the development of such a 
parachute. Several types are now un- 
dergoing service test. In addition, a 
parachute with a quick-release harness 
is being thoroughly studied to determine 
its suitability for naval usage. Investi- 
gations are also under way to determine 
the suitability of cotton as a substitute 
for silk in the manufacture of para- 
chutes. 
Reserve Aviation 

The progress made by Naval and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve aviation was con- 
tinued and the enthusiasm of the previ- 
ous year was maintained by all units. 
The Naval Reserve Inspection Board 
paid the highest compliment considered 
possible to Naval Reserve aviation when 
it stated in the annual report that Naval 
Reserve aviators, that available funds 
have permitted to be trained, are ready 
for mobilization duties now, and that the 
Naval Aviation Reserve is a very effi- 
cient organization. However, it added 
that its strength is far below require- 
ments of the department and strong 
efforts should be made to bring it up to 
the limit of the program. 

Summary of Recommendations 
1. I desire to repeat and emphasize 
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the following recommendations made in 
last year’s Annual report. , 

(a) An ordered program should be 
at once inaugurated to build up carriers 
and flying deck cruisers to the full 
treaty limit. 

(b) In view of the congestion of air- 
craft at San Diego, which is even more 
intense than in any previous year, and 
hence has become increasingly danger- 
ous to life and property, efforts should 
continue to obtain the full use of North 
Island for the Navy. 

(ce) Authorization for new construc- 
tion of vessels carrying aircraft should 
include provision for the authorization 
and construction of their complements 
of aircraft. 

(d) Full support of the department 
is requested in the bureau’s high speed 
and other experimental programs, in or- 
der that developments of probable value 
and importance may not be neglected. 

(e) In order to increase the mobility 
of the fleet aircraft squadrons whose 
home bases are at Coco Solo and Pearl 
Harbor, the service of a large seaplane 
tender at each of those bases capable 
of adequately housing aircraft personnel

Medical Department 


Improvement of the efficiency of the 
Medical Department by affording more 
opportunity for professional training for 
commissioned officers and better facili- 
tres for caring for the sick is dependent 
upon an increase in personnel, Maj. Gen. 
Robert U. Patterson, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, makes plain in his annual report. 

Additional officers and funds to allow 
training are necessary for this improve- 
ment, and in order to accomplish this de- 
sired end, General Patterson declares, the 
support of the War Department and 
Congress is required. The views of the 
Surgeon General, are contained in a pro- 
posed bill submitted to the War Depart- 
ment in the fall of 19381, which was not 
approved because of lack of funds, and 
General Patterson urges that this meas- 
ure be given consideration as soon as the 
national finances permit. 

Summarizing the needs of his Depart- 
ment, the Surgeon General says: 

As stated in my last annual report, 
it is my earnest desire to promote the 
efficiency of the Medical Department in 
every way practicable. It is hoped to 
advance still higher the already excellent 
standard of service rendered, by provid- 
ing better and more frequent opportuni- 
ties for professional training for com- 
missioned personnel, and better facilities 
for sheltering and transporting the sick. 
This can best be brought about by an in- 
crease in the personnel of the Medical 
Department, which will make it possible 
to spare more men for necessary train- 
ing and post-graduate instruction. 

Some progress is being made in the 
professional training of Medical Depart- 
ment officers in civil and military hos- 
pitals, despite the shortage of personnel 
and funds. A further extension of this 
training will only become practicable 
when additional officers and funds are 
authorized as indicated above. It will 
require the support of the War Depart- 
ment and Congress. 

The department has developed a sys- 
tematic plan for the progressive im- 
provement of Army hospitals over a pe- 
riod of years. Considerable progress is 
being made in the construction, remodel- 
ing, and repair of existing institutions. 
Funds made available by recent legisla- 
tion will lead to greatly improved hos- 
pital accommodations at several impor- 
tant posts during the next fiscal year. 
A new standard type of motor ambulance 
has been developed at the Medical Field 
Service School and it is expected that 
at least 60 of this new type will be put 
into service at various stations during 
the present fiscal year. 

In the fall of 1931 a comprehensive 
bill providing for an increase and certain 
erganizational changes in the Medical 
Department was prepared and submitted 
to the General Staff. In general, the 
bill aimed at overcoming the distressing 
shortage of personne] which has existed 
in our department for the past 10 years. 
It did not. nor was it expected that it 
could receive the approval of the War 
Department at the time that it was sub- 
mitted, on account of the rigid economy 
program necessarily in effect due to the 
general economic depression. For those 
reasons it was not introduced into Con- 
gress. It was felt however that the 
views of this office should be on record. 
However, it still represents the outstand- 
ing requirements of the entire Medical 
Department, and its introduction to Con- 
gress will be recommended to the War 
Department as soon as the national 
finances indicate that it may be given 
the consideration it merits. 

Strength of the Army.—The average 
daily strength of the Army, excluding 
nurses, was 135,425 as compared with 








137,299 in 1930. This included 11,548 
officers, 112,814 white enlisted men, 3,764 
colored enlisted men, 6,287 Filipinos, and 
1,012 Puerto Ricans. The Army Nurse 
Corps, including reserve nurses on ac- 
tive duty numbered 896. 

Distribution of the Army.—The Army 
was distributed as follows: White en- 
listed, 73 per cent in the United States, 
13.3 per cent in Hawaii, 8.1 per cent in 
Panama, 3.8 per cent in the Philippine 
Islands, 0.8 per cent in China, 0.1 per 
cent in Nicaragua, and 0.9 per cent on 
transports. Practically all colored troops 
(3,764) were on duty in the United 
States. 

Admissions to sick report.—The health 
of the Army was very satisfactory dur- 
ing the year. 

Deaths.—During 1931 there were 623 
deaths among officers and enlisted men 
of the Army as compared with 533 in 
1930, 591 in 1929, and 551 in 1928. The 
death rate during the past year was the 
highest since 1920. 

Discharges for disability.—Fifty-three 
officers and 1,985 enlisted men were se- 
parated from the service for disability 
during the year. 

Diseases of the nervous system are the 
most important causes of discharge. 
During each one of the past five years 
dementia precox has headed the list. 

The enlistment of the unfit is expen- 
sive and increases administrative work. 
A return to the old recruit-depot system 
would undoubtedly reduce the enlistment 
of unsatisfactory applicants. Due to 
the shortage of Medical Department per- 
sonnel this return would be impossible 
at the present time, even if there were 
no other administrative difficulties to 
overcome. Other measures are now be- 
ing taken in order that the acceptance 
of physically and mentally unfit may be 
reduced to a minimum. 

Automobiles.—There were 92 deaths 
due to automobiles during the year, an 
increase of 28 per cent over 1930 and 
100 per cent over 1929. This class of 
injuries headed the list as a cause of 
death, The death rate for officers was 
0.26 per 1,000, for white enlisted men, 
0.76, for colored 0.53, and for the entire 
Army 0.68. Although a much smaller 
percentage of white enlisted men than 
officers own and drive cars, the death 
rates among enlisted men have been 
higher for the past six years. This in- 
crease in automobile deaths is alarming 
and appropriate measures looking to- 
ward a reduction of these accidents 
should be put into effect. 

Airplane and balloon accidents.—There 
were 39 deaths due to airplanes and bal- 
loons during the year, an increase of 17 
over 1930 but 12 less than in 1929. 
Twenty-four of the deaths were among 
otlicers, and of these deaths 10 were 
regular officers and 14 reserve officers 
on extended active duty, giving a rate 
for regulars of 8.1 per 1,000 and 51.7 
for reserve cflicers. 

Athletic games.—During 1931 injuries 
from athletic exercises stood first as a 
source of admission for injuries from 
external causes with a rate of 26.9 per 


1.000, They were second in noneffec- 
tiveness (1.08). automobile injuries 
(1.16) bein first. Injuries incurred 


while playing baseball stood first, with 
foctball second. Although such sports 
should he encouraged in every way pos- 
sible, there is a large amount of unneces- 
sary roughness that should be eliminated. 

Hosp'‘talization.—The average number 
of patients in hospitals each day of the 
year was 6,783, the average in quarters 
488. 

There are several hospitals that are 
urgently in need of replacement. The 
station hospital, Fort Sam Houston, is 
badly located, the buildings are old and 
many of them of temporary war-time 
construction, built close together, result- 
ing in a grave fire hazard. Tripler Gen- 
eral Ilospital in Hawaii is old, and up- 
keep is very expensive. A new tropical 
type, termite-proof hospital is needed in 
that department. 

On Feb. 20, 1932, the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War directed that the purchase 
for the Medical Department of all non- 
technical items be taken over by the 
Quartermaster Corps, and the details of 
this important change in the routine of 
supply are now being worked out. 

There were 1,214 admissions on ac- 
count of alcoholism during 1931, giving 
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a rate of 9.0, the highest since 1922,

Awarded Soldier’s Medals 


Capt. Eduardo Andino, 27th infantry, 
and eight soldiers of his command have 
been awarded Soldier’s Medals for the 
heroic rescue of an officer of that regi- 
ment. 

The citation for the award reads as 
follows: 

For heroism displayed January 20, 
1932, south of Pohakea Pass, Island of 
Oahu, Territory of Hawii. While par- 
ticipating in a reconnaissance, Captain 
Emmett M. Connor, 27th Infantry, fell 
from the top of a precipitous mountain 
to a spot three hundred feet below, 





breaking one leg and both shoulders. At 
constantly recurring risks to their lives 
Captain Andino and eight soldiers of 
his command voluntarily descended to 
the aid of Captain Connor, administered 
first aid, stripped themselves of. their 
shirts to improvise a litter and to pro- 
vide warmth for the injured officer, and 
rescued Captain Connor. For four and 
one-half hours Captain Andino and his 
party worked cutting a trail twelve hun- 
dred feet over precipices and through 
heavy jungle-like underbrush. They car- 
ried Captain Connor down this precari- 
ous trail, where a misstep might have re- 
sulted in death or serious injury, and de- 
livered him to the hospital, thereby sav- 
ing him from probably fatal effects of 
his injuries. The heroic conduct and 
devotion to duty displayed by Captain 
Andino and his party reflects great cred- 
it upon them and the Army.

“Officers and enlisted men at Jeffer- 
son Barracks,” says the St. Louis Star 
and Times, “under no obligation what- 
ever to the city and outside the city and 
county limits, have given more than one 
per cent of their year’s modest pay to 
this relief drive.

The poor 
ought not to be compelled to support the 
poor, neither should the burden fall 
mainly on those whose slender savings 
are secant protection against the next pe 
riod of adversity.”

Industrial activity declined in Novem- 
ber by somewhat more than the usual 
seasonal amount, the Federal Reserve 
Bulletin reports, changes in factory em- 
ployment and payrolls, reported for the 
middle of the month, were largely sea- 
sonal in character. Prices in wholesale 
commodity makets were somewhat lower, 
on the average, in November than in 
October, and declined further during the 
first three weeks of December. 


During the four weeks ended Decem- 
ber 14 there was an addition of $85,000,- 
008 to the country’s stock of monetary 
gold. The funds derived from this 
source were utilized in meeting an in- 
crease in the demand for currency, which 
was smaller than usual at this season, 
in further reducing by $23,000,000 the 
indebtedness of member banks to the 
reserve banks, and in increasing by $25,- 
000,000 the volume of member bank re- 
serve balances. On December 15 there 
was a further increase of $95,500,000 in 
the stock of monetary gold in connection 
with the current payment by Great Brit- 
ain on the war debt. This amount of 
gola was earmarked in London for ac- 
count of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, and an equivalent credit was 
given by that bank to the United States 
Treasury. This transaction together 
with other fiscal operations on December 
15 resulted in a temporary addition of 
$100,000,000 to the reserves of member 
banks, which were subsequently reduced 
by Christmas currency demands, and an 
increase in Treasury deposits with the 
reserve banks. 

Loans and investments of reporting 
member banks declined by more than 
$100,000,000 between November 16 and 
December 14.

Flying Deck Cruisers 
Extracts from the annual report of 
Rear Adm. George H. Rock, CC, USN, 
Chief Constructor of the Navy, follow: 


Plans of New Ships 

Complete preliminary design plans of a 
flight deck cruiser have been prepared 
to contract plan scale with specifications 
and detailed preliminary weight esti- 
mates. Similar design plans for a 20,- 
000-ton aircraft carrier are nearing com- 
pletion. 

A number of outline sketches of a type 
of large destroyer were presented for the 
consideration of the general board. These 
finally led to two principal schemes; one 
contemplating a leader type with quar- 
ters for staff officers and the other a 
fighting type in which gun power is ac- 
centuated. 

A number of outline sketches of a new 
type 2,000-ton gunboat, illustrating a half 
dozen or more design conceptions, have 
been prepared, some in considerable de- 
tail. 

The large-scale experiments conducted 
by the Bureau of Standards for the pur- 
pose of determining the suitability of 
welding for the longitudinal seams of 
shell plating and other strength members 
of ships, have been completed, and show 
that, by the use of coated electrodes, 
seams can be made which are decidedly 
superior to those made by riveting. 

Personnel 

The number of officers in the Construc- 
tion Corps has been further reduced dur- 
ing the year to 237 on July 1, 1932; but 
the corps will gradually get back to its 
necessary strength for normal work if 
the policy of assigning a larger number 
of line officers for instruction each year 
is continued. This is necessary, also, be- 
cause experience has taught that suit- 
able men can not be obtained in an 
emergency when expansion is necessary. 

The great need, which has been felt 
now for several years, of a new model 
basin establishment with several basins 
and with working space for carrying on 
more than one project simultaneously 
has been even more strongly demon- 
strated during the past year by the de- 
lays and additional work involved in 
connection with urgent model tests. The 
necessary legislation should be enacted 
without further delay. 

Maintenance of the Fleet 

While funds available for overhaul of 
ships have not taken care of all neces- 
sary repair work, it is the bureau’s be- 
lief that the funds expended for upkeep 
of the fleet, in general, have been suffi- 
cient. Based upon the returns extend- 
ing over one full year, the repair bill 
on the ships in commission, with the 
overhaul interval increased from 12 to 
18 months, has been increased by only 
30 per cent, instead of 50 per cent as 
might naturally be anticipated. 

Since repairs to ships involve only the 
replacement of worn-out or defective 
items, progress in the material improve- 
ment of the fleet must be by the addi- 
tion of new ships or by altering existing 
ships. Under the present modest build- 
ing program such material improvement 
must be accomplished largely through 
alterations. This is particularly true of 
the battleship class, for which no re- 
placements are being provided as a re- 
sult of the building holiday. 

In accordance with the department's 
policy, alterations have been restricted 
during the past year to those of utmost 
importance and immediate necessity. 
Many requested alterations of unques- 
tionable military value have had to be 
disapproved. 

The bureau contemplates further re- 
ducing the power-boat allowance for 
shore stations by the elimination of the 
more expensive boats which are seldom 
used and the high maintenance cost of 
which does not justify their continuance 
in service. 

The elimination of 52 of the 84 various 
sizes of personal flags, commission and 
broad command pennants now carried on 
board ship, as well as of two large sizes 
of United States ensigns, has been ap- 
proved, and will be made effective as 
soon as economically practicable.

“(3) to execute the terms of any con- 
tract providing for scrapping, dismant- 
ling, or otherwise rendering unfit for 
service and such vessel. 

“Sec. 2. All merchant vessels owned 
by the United States and under the 
jurisdiction of the United States Ship- 
ping Board or the United States Ship 
ping Board Merchant Fleet Corporation, 
except vessels sold or otherwise disposed 
of under authority of law in a manner 
not inconsistent with the provisions of 
section 1 of this Act, shall be preserved 
with reasonable care for future use in 
ease of a national emergency.” 





Comptroller General’s Decision 


A-45226. (S) Economy Act—Pay for 
period of constructive travel time on 
Navy transport. Where a warrant off- 
cer in the Navy was directed by con- 
petent orders to proceed from the west 
coast to the east coast of the United 
States by the Navy transport, and after 
reporting thereon for transportation, was 
permitted for his own convenience to 
proceed overland by his own automobile, 
the time in excess of that required to 
proceed by rail transportation over the 
shortest usually traveled route, but not 
in excess of the time required to com- 
plete the constructive travel over the 
authorized route, is not leave without 
pay to be charged under the provisions 
of the Economy Act, but may be regard- 
ed as authorized detached duty status, 
entitling to full pay and allowances.

San Antonio, Tex.—In connection with 
the movement of the ist Cavalry the 
Commanding General, Eighth Corps 
Area: 

Will, on or about Jan. 1, 1933, move 
the 2d Pack Train by marching from Ft. 
D. A. Russell, Texas, to Ft. Bliss, Texas, 
meeting all expenses in connection there- 
with from funds at present in an allotted 
status to him. 

Is authorized to permit individual en- 
listed men of the ist Cavalry to travel 
independently by private automobile 
from Ft. D. A. Russell to Ft. Knox, Ky., 
provided such travel is performed on 
furlough and is not made a claim for 
reimbursement and further provided 
that such personnel arrive at Ft. Knox 
prior to or on the date of the arrival of 
the 1st Cavalry. Similarly, legislative 
furloughs under the provisions of sec- 
tion 101b of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved June 30, 1932, may be granted to 
officers for the same purpose, subject to 
the foregoing provisos. 

Mechanization 

Upon arrival of the 1st Cavalry at Ft. 
Knox, Ky., this regiment will be reor- 
ganized as a mechanized regiment of 
Cavalry under Tables of Organization 
414, 415, 423, 424, 426, 427, 428 and 430, 
all P Special and Tentative, approved 
by AG 320.2 (8-18-32), effective Jan. 1, 
1933. Effective upon the date of reor- 
ganization, this regiment will be desig- 
nated in all future correspondence and 
War Department publications as the “1st 
Cavalry (Mechanized).” 

In accomplishing the foregoing reor- 
ganization of the ist Cavalry, the De- 
tachment, 1st Cavalry (Mechanized) is 
demobilized and Troop A, 2d Armored 
Car Squadron, is rendered inactive upon 
the reorganization of the ist Cavalry 
as a mechanized regiment. On the date 
of arrival of the 1st Cavalry at Ft.

the necessity of preparation when they 
inserted in the Constitution the obliga- 
tion upon the people to provide for the 
common defense, and the obligation has 
become more binding as our importance 
among the nations has increased. And 
yet our traditions are opposed to a large 
standing army. We have no jealous 
cause to advance, no selfish interest to 
promote. If disarmament negotiations 
now in progress should fail, it may be- 
come necessary for us to build our Navy 
up to the limits fixed by Treaty and to 
increase our Army. Let us hope that 
common sense will cause that reduction 
of foreign armaments which will avoid 
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such action for us and relieve their peo- 
ples from the heavy burden of taxation 
which is making it impossible for them 
to restore prosperity. 

When we speak of adequate prepara- 
tion, we have very definite understanding 
of what we mean. We rely today upon 
the Navy as our first line of defense, 
and upon a citizen army to furnish the 
troops essential for our protection. The 
principle of a citizen army imposes upon 
the individual the obligation to serve 
his country in time of need. In accord- 
ance with that principle, and directly as 
a result of the experience of the World 
War, Congress adopted for the land 
forces what is known as the National 
Defense Act. That act contemplates, 
first, a permanent military establishment, 
large enough to provide against sudden 
attack, supply small forces necessary for 
internal requirements, and for expedi- 
tionary purposes to meet international 
obligations; and, second, the National 
Guard and a trained citizen reserve, 
organized to meet the emergency of war. 

In addition to the preparation of our 
young manhood for service in defense of 
their country in time of war, military 
training develops physical vigor and 
manliness and sharpens mentality. It 
teaches self-discipline and respect for 
constituted authority. Experience shows 
conclusively that it encourages initiative 
and _ self-confidence. Preparation for 
service inculcates greater patriotism, and 
by virtue of the democracy of associa- 
tion, fits our youth more fully to dis- 
charge the duties of citizenship. Those 
who wore the uniform during the World 
War realize that they are better citizens 
because of their service to their country. 

A dual role rests upon those charged 
with responsibility for the common de- 
fense. It is their duty not only to pro- 
vide for our security, but to do so at 
minimum expense. The sound principle 
has been fully proved at great cost that 
in the long run adequate preparation is 
the most economical in men and money. 

With this principle in mind, let us 
hope that neither our people nor their 
representatives in Congress will fail to 
fulfil their obligation to provide for ade- 
quate national defense.

Editor The Army and Navy Journal: 

The Journat of August 27, 1932, un- 
der the heading of “Wearing the Silver 
Star” calls attention to the fact that 
the compliment of War Department 
medals is filled—and that every act of 
real merit may be recognized. 

The fact which I should like to see 
your (and my) journal emphasize is 
the fact that while these acts may be 
recognized by appropriate insignia, in 
hundreds of cases these acts are not. 
recognized. It might be worth while 
too to call attention to unequal distribu- 
tion of awards of insignia. 

You no doubt know of many cases of 
officers or enlisted men who should have 
a medal of some deed who do not have 
it because of some technicality, such as 
receipt within the W. D. by such and 
such a date or recommendation for the 
award. 

I have in mind a man who in rescuing 
four others from a wrecked casement 
was himself caught in the wreckage and 
had his neck and back broken, and 
numerous other injuries. All the facts 
can be supported by affidavits and W. 
D. records yet there is no record actu- 
ally in the W. D. to show that they had 
received a recommendation for an

award prior to a set date. The General 
Officer who made the recommendation 
has since suffered a stroke and cannot 
be questioned. Congressmen (two of 
them) apologize for not being able to 
put through a special bill because of the 

“opposition of the W. D.” 

I also know of many cases of insig- 
nificant injuries who now wear the Pur- 
ple Heart because of a “wound stripe.” 
We all know, at least we know the 
rumor, of Colonel X who recommended 
Colonel Y if Colonel Y would recom- 
mend Colonel X—and they did at vari- 
ous base hospitals and other “sectors” 
in the rear! 

With the possible exception of the 
award of the Medal of Honor—medals 
of the Army and Navy are a joke if 
nothing worse.

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Naval Committee, now is revealing to 
his associates that President-elect Roose- 
velt will not approve a combination of 
the War and Navy Departments, or a 
separate Air Department. In _ other 
words, the administrative status quo is 
to be maintained. This will not be 
pleasant reading for Mr. Hearst and 
others, who have been led to believe that 
Mr. Roosevelt would favor a Department 
of National Defense.

The Nation’s great military and naval 
expert, Mr. Norman Davis, is returning 
to Europe confident there will be dis- 
armament if certain things happen. 
Among those certain things are the as- 
surance of national security for France 
against Germany and for other powers, 
cancellation of intergovernmental debts, 
lowering of our tariff bars, agreement 
between France and Italy on the ques- 
tion of Naval equality, ete., ete. It is 
clear now that nothing on any of these 
subjects will happen until the new ad- 
ministration, and then we will have more 
talk at the expense of the heavily bur- 





dened American taxpayer.
